This is 
a chance for everyone to get two rides 
in, and to earn a lot of points toward 
that low number next year. The Open 
class point race is still running close for 
that big number one between Whitey 
Martino and Rich Thorwaldson. Rich 
started the day with a fifty-five point 
lead over Whitey and picked up two 
good seconds which should help him a 
bit. 

The day got started on _ the 
Prospectors’ six-mile course with the 
100cc Amateur-Experts. Terry Clark, 
No. 2 grabbed the lead half-way out on 
the first lap and held it all the way on 
his Harley-Davidson. After the race he 
said, “That was a rough, rocky course, 
I'm sure glad I wasn’t in the dust. I 
wouldn’t want to hit some of those 
ditches.” Cortes Brooks was second. 

The 500 Experts went off at 11:00 
a.m. J.N. Roberts, No. 8 was on hand to 
do his thing after his win two weeks ago 
in the Barstow-to-Vegas Run. J.N. did 
do it again today, grabbed the lead and 
held it to the finish to take the win on 
his Tracy’s-tuned Husky. Rich 
Thorwaldson was pushing hard on his 
Rickman, but he couldn’t catch J.N. 
and took a good second. Rick Shirey, 
No. 3 on a Bultaco was third. Steve 
Kirk, No. 2 on a Montesa nosed out 
Whitey Martino just before the finish 
line to take fourth. 

Mr. Smooth and Fast, Tom Poteet, 
No. 4x powered around the new choppy 
course ‘at top speed and picked up 
another win in his long list; 
Bultaco-mounted Dick Camp, No. 7x, 
took second and Jim Brown had a very 
good ride taking third. First 125cc went 
to Gary Davies, No. 889mx on a hot 
Yamaha. 


Meanwhile on the Bushmaster 
eight-mile course which was in faster 
terrain with fewer rocks, they were also 
having at it.

2 on his fast 
Harley-Davidson, took the lead about 
two miles out, with Jeff Wright on a 
Rickman running second. Clark kept up 
his fast pace and came in for his second 
win which should help him in his point 
race for number one Trailbike rider. He 
is running a close second to Jack 
Morgan. Wright finished the race second 
and Morgan, No. 1 on his Hodaka took 
third. 

The 500 and Open Amateur-Experts 
went off at 1:30 after the course had 
been chewed up good. J.N. Roberts, 
Rich Thorwaldson and Whitey Martino 
diced back and forth with all of them 
helding the point at one time, but at the 
finish it was J.N. with a good lead, for 
his second win of the day on his Husky.

Getting Stricter

RIVERSIDE, CALIF., Dec. 9, 1970 — 
The Riverside City Council, acting on 
request of the Chief-of-Police put more 
teeth. into their already strict 
motorcycle laws. The latest ordinance 
prohibits riding off-road in the City of 
Riverside without written permission of 
the owner or the Police Department on 
their person. The reason given for the 
new law was the fact that the 2000 foot 
distance from any dwelling law was not 
enforceable since a rider could retire to 
the required distance before a 
policeman reached the scene. 

As strict as the new law sounds it 
may well prove to be the salvation of 
the concerned and responsible bike 
rider. The Council has promised that 
there would be designated areas in 
Riverside that would be marked on 
maps which would be distributed to the 
shops. Persons wishing to ride a certain 
section would then obtain their permit 
from the Police Chief or a policeman. 

It was pointed out that the biggest 
problems were riders from other cities 
who camped overnight and left their 
litter or started bikes at dawn and were 
still going strong into the late hours of 
the night. Both pro- and anti-bike 
enthusiasts cited rudeness. It was also 
brought out how bike sales in Riverside 
and surround areas have been way down 
and those sold are street models. `

Mark was absolutely 
determined to pass the BSA, and pass he 
did, right down the front straight. You 
could just see all that horsepower at 
work.

AMA National Numbers

The youthful San Luis Obispo rider is still appearing over the nation to take bows for 
his tremendous 1970 season. 

Jim Rice of Palo Alto, who finished second in the National chase, is coming for 
the race and Dave Aldana, ranked third in the country, also has sent in his entry. 
Other strong contenders include Tom Rockwood, Ralph White, Eddie Mulder, Dave 
Smith, DeWayne Keeter, Mel Lacher, Shorty Seabourne and Keith Mashburn. 


BLM Study Riding Areas 


The BLM’s Riverside District Office, in the wake of San Bernardino County’s 
recently passed ordinance 0.1 off-road vehicle use, has been deluged with requests for 
permission to use public lands for cycle riding and other off-road use according to 
Manager, Jack F. Wilson. The ordinance, requiring written permission from the 
landowner before the rider ventures onto private land, has virtually eliminated most 
of the favorite riding spots, especially for cyclists, Wilson said, and now the riders are 
looking to the public lands in the desert as a place to go. 

“We believe that off-road vehicle use is a legitimate use of public lands,” Wilson 
said, “but this must be a managed use,” he added, “if it’s not to be destructive.” 

In reponse to the problems of what to do for riders wanting to use public lands, 
the Riverside office has organized a group of private citizens representing various user 
and interest groups, and is presently studying ways and means of providing an area 
on public lànds for off-road vehicle use with this group. 

The group, known as the High Desert Recreation Use Committee, is currently 
studying two areas of the county which may be suitable. The study areas were 
selected with the aid of data presented by BLM resource personnel in the form of 
maps and overlays showing various resources, conflicts, and ownership patterns. An 
on-the-ground examination by the committtee is planned soon. 

Membership of the 18-member committee ranges from motorcycle riders, dune 
buggy enthusiasts and 4-wheel drive fans to conservationists and wildlife biologists. 
The name and affiliation of the members are: K.K. Schrader, Crestline, Chairman, 
representing California Outdoor Recreation League; Raymond Pryke, Apple Valley, 
Vice-Chairman, representing High Desert home-owners; Don Dench, Twentynine

Mineralogical Societies; Paul R. Smith, Victorville — Mtn. Desert Planning; Mrs. M. 
W. Dean, Big Bear City — livestock operators; Robert Purcell, Yucca Valley — desert

RIVERSIDE, CALIF., Dec. 13, 
1970 - More than 200 riders 
competed in the American Cycle 
Association’s road race at 
Riverside International Raceway 
Sunday. A dozen races were 
scheduled to sort out the day's 


victors and also-rans, who 
competed in 28 classes of 
machines.. 


Hurley Wilvert added one more to his 
string of victories as he and Ron Pierce 
pitted their Kawasaki H1Rs against each 
other in the 500cc Grand Prix. At the 
start, both riders shot off the line with 
Pierce + about ten lengths ahead. 
Although the 500s were being run 
concurrently with the 750s, common 
sense was ignored while the two 
Kawasakis hurtled out front and Wilvert 
ate up the gap. With two laps to go, 
Pierce had gained a shadow named 
Hurley but it looked as if that shadow 
was finally going to stay put. Pierce 
entered Riverside’s 180-degree banked 
turn nine all set for the checkered flat 
when Wilvert gave it that ol’ college try. 
He made it! Ron Pierce had led the way 
brilliantly for all but the last 
quarter-mile. 

John McGillivray cleaned up- the 
Open Production contest on a massive 
BSA Rocket three. McGillivray seemed 
to be out for a Sunday cruise as he 
lumbered about the circuit; only those 
familiar with his style and winning 
habits could be certain he was that far 
out front. Reggie Pridmore took second 
behind McGillivray. In the Open Grand 
Prix, however, these two riders changed 
places in the final results. 

15-year-old Pat Evans brought along 
his half-dozen Vesco-tuned Yamahas 
and went home with four wins and a 
fourth place. Evans took the 200cc GP 
at the same moment Ron Pierce took 
the 125cc GP. This was one of the many 
multi-classed races that were scored 
separately. Evans had jumped into the 
lead, as usual, but soon got a visit from

Pierce’s Yamaha. Evans failed to hold 
his ground, then patched things back 
up. The tug-of-war ended in a 
photo-finish. Evans’ other victories 
include the 100 and the 200cc Pro- 
duction event. 

In the very last race of the day, Pierce 
nabbed an impressive win after coming 
from the middle of the pack. This 
particular race was shortened by two 
laps, the reason being that the sun had 
gone down, leaving the course in 
darkness. Without wasting a moment, 
Pierce cut a stealthy swath, knocking 
off one or two riders per lap in steady 
fashion. He won it in much the same 
manner Wilvert had beaten him a couple 
of races earlier. Darkness descended — 
clunk — at the same moment the final 


flag did. 
The side-hacks were in their 
consistently maganificent form. 


Someone said they were going faster 
than ever; it looked as if no one could 
ever go faster. Unlike the two-wheelers, 
cornering was a matter of constantly 
losing and regaining traction, a most 
exciting spectacle. Reg Pridmore was 
once again a winner along with his 
passenger-pal Ernie Caeser. 

The ACA supplied a nice touch 
during intermission. Lee “Ironman” 
Irons does some stunts such as “skiing” 
behind his bike after he locks the 
throttle and having a partner drag him 
over the asphalt on his metal-shrouded 
buns. There are some spectacular ones 
on tap so Irons ought to be a person to 
watch in an era practically devoid of 
daredevils. 

The 2.5 mile circuit was in fine 
condition, save a few sandy spots and 
one sloppy patch-job on the asphalt at 
Turn seven. 

A few riders were missing; George 
Kerker was seen earlier with oil spewing 
from his Norton and a puzzled look on 
his face. It turned out that he holed a 
piston. Jack Simmons’ Norton is all 
apart at home. We hope to see all the 
regulars December 20 at Carlsbad 
Raceway. It will be the last road race 
for a while.

Like any 
motorcycle, you will only get out of it 
what you put into it. If you take care of 
them they will give you many years of 
satisfactory service. If you are one of 
those who ride them until they stop 
running and then decide to get it fixed, 
you will have nothing but headaches no 
matter what brand or modjel you 
purchase. As many of these are being 
purchased for youngsters who don’t 
have the money to take them to the 
shop to get them checked over, here are 
a few helpful hints to guide you along 
your way to a troublefree machine.

1.) To prove the stamina of this 
machine, this is Officer Tom Quick of 
the Huntington Beach Police 
Deaprtment.
